On the 14th February, 1910, £18,164 10s. Od. the balance of the Vote of £186,874, for 1909-10 
remaining in the Vote Account, less £1,874, repayment to Grant of expenditure from grant in 1908-9 
pursuant to section 14(2) of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906, was transferred to the Guarantee Fund 
Account. 

On the 21st February, 1910, £22,199 6s. lid., balance of the Vote for 1909-10, plus £2,160 16s. lid. 
repaid to the Guarantee Fund by the National Debt Commissioners under section 8 (2) of the Irish Land 
Act, 1909, was transferred to the interest-bearing account in the Bank of Ireland. 

On the 31st March, 1910, there remained a balance in the Deposit Account of £19,918 14s. 9 d., 
which included interest amounting to £276 11s. 2d., accrued during the year, and £414 16s. 9d. refund 
of unexpended balance of sum paid to the Commissioners of National Education in 1908-9 in respect of 
salaries of Junior Assistant Mistresses.
